A veteran disc jockey who 
has produced a hit record 
based on three assassina- 
tions says “I just warfted to 
make people think. " 

Tom Clay. 41. put togeth- 
er the record throe months 
ago while working as a 
disc jockey at radio station 
KGBS in Los Angeles 
It’s called “What the 
World Needs Now Is Love'* 

— alter the Burt Bachar- 
ach song of the same title 

— and consists of music su- 
perimposed over radio 
broadcasts of the assassi- 
nations of President Ken- 
nedy, his brother Robert 
and Dr Martin Luther 
King. 

Now No. 9 

In the fiVe weeks the rec- 
cord has been on the mar- 
ket., it has sold one million 
copies and reached the No. 

9 spot in the pop song polls. 

Clay, a disc jockey for 18 
years who gave up his 
KGBS job to promote the 
record, said, “I have two 
feelings about the refcord. 
Like the song which is 
about love and hate, I arn 
happy that I could create 
something, but I hate that t 
had to make money off 
JFK and Robert and Mar- ’ 
tin. 

“It is strange that after 
all these years I came up 
with a record about people 
who died ... Unfortunate- 
ly, I don't know who to 
apologize to.” 

Time for Love’ 

Clay, who said he has 
been putting together tapes 
for years, explained, “I 
never intended what I 
made up that night at 
KGBS to be anything more 
than a tape for the show. 
Wbat I wanted to say to 
people is they don't take 
the time for love."

KGBS received 17,000 let- 
ters from listeners wanting 
to know where they could 
get the record. 

The record ends with a 
child being asked. “What is 
prejudice ?’• The child, una- 
ble to define hate or bigot- 
ry. replies. “I think its 
when somebody sick." 

"My motivation wasn’t 
to make money or to make 
people cry,’* Clay said. “I 
iust wanted to make people 
think. I wanted to remind 
them. I thought what I 
rould put down that would 
remind them they had to
